Louis Peraino, 34, of 1735 19th St., Brooklyn, indicted vdih 
'nine other persons on federal obscenity charges in connection with 
the film ‘'Deep Throat,’’ surrendered to FBI agents yesterday, a 
spokesman for the bureau said. 

A federal grand jury in Memphis, Tenn., indicted Peraino 
Thursday. The indictments charge Peraino, his father, Anthony 
Peraino, 59, of .73 Roosevelt St., Islip, L.L, and eight others with 
violating the federal obscenity law through the interstate trans- 
portation of the film. 

Peraino was released without bail here by Federal Judge 
Max Schiffmaii after he promised to appear in Memphis to 
answer the charges. The senior Peraino was arrested Tuesday 
in Miami, 
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'Throat' Isn't Appealing 
To Film's Financial Mgr. 

AKRON, — Under the headline “Manager 
for 'Deep Throat* Would Rather Read a 
Boolc;^' licacon Jottriial staffer Jean Peters 
wrote the following: - ^da Gernert, 55, 

spends her mornings working out in the 
Akron YWCA exercise room. In the after- 
noon, however, she goes to the movies. It's 
not the usual PG attraction. Mrs. Gernert is 
the traveling financial manager for the movie 
‘Deep Throat/ now playing at the Strand 
Theatre in Akron. 

“The demure lady with salt-and-pepper 
gray rair is a retired chemist from Sacra- 
mento, Calif. where she lives with her 
invalid husband and three high school-aged 
sons. She started working with the firm 
that presents ‘Deep Throat’ around the 
country when it was shown in its unaltered 
version in Sacramento five months ago and 
her association is purely a financial one. 
i’ve never seen the movie — not one frame 
of it/ she said. ‘My job is to make sure 
the people who take tickets at the theatre 
don’t let anyone slip under the turnstile 
and keep the admission price themselves/ 

“She got the job through a girl she calls 
her ‘adopted daughter.’ ‘We had taken in 
a girl a few years ago in California,’ said 
Mrs. Gernert, ‘She wanted to become an 
actress but wasn’t having much luck. Final- 
ly, she began working for this film com- 
pany, managing the finances. They asked 
her who else she knew that was honest and 
she suggested me.* 

“Mrs. Gernert started working only in 
Sacramento, ‘Then this tour came up and 
the money, which we needed, was very 
good,’ she said. ‘So. 1 wen!.' 

“Her ‘adopted daughter,’ Aleta, also 
travels will) ihc film.' -She goes to a city 
first, makes all the arrangements and works 
the first week or so,’ Mrs. Gernert said. 
Then I come along and stay until we stop 
making money/ That will happen in Akron 
in another few days, she said. 

“Mrs. Gernert said that one day . . . the 
film rriaclc only $20 over costs. 1he version 
being .shown in Akron has been heavily 
edited. An attempt to show the uncut version 
in Cleveland last year was thwarted by 
police who seized the film. ‘I was surprised 
at how many weil-dresscd businessmen come 
to sec it here.’ she .said. ‘In Sacramento we 
had aM kinds of weird characters — even 
old men in wlieclchairs being pushed in.' 

“Mrs. Gernert says she disagrees with

They're displaying it publicly in such a 
gross fashion.

’ cal Co. in California. With a bachelor’s de- 
gree from University of Southern Cali- 
fornia-Bcrkelcy, she helped develop the 
chemical fibers used in dialysis for the 
kidney machine. 

“How does she reconcile what she’s doing 
now with her past career? ‘Well, you really 
can’t,’ she .said. ‘I’m doing nothing to help 
humanity how, like I was then. There’s no 
sense of satisfaction. But my husband and 
I have been living on his soci.d .security 
and a small pension and this will just make I 
it a little easier for us.’ 

“.Since Mrs. Gernert sits in the front lob- ] 
by, next to the ticket-taker, she is pretty 
obvioLi.s to everyone who comes in. ‘People 
don’t react as strongly to seeing me here as 
they did in California,' she .says. 'But they 
peer at me sideways, as if to ask, “What’s 
a person like you doing here?” ’ 

“Usually during her job, which lasts 
through all six showings from noon to after 
midnight, Mrs. Gernert has little actual 
work to do . . . To occupy her. spare hours, 
she’s been reading a hardbound edition of 
the memoirs of John Roosevelt.

Few peo ^e kno w it, but this 
week, New‘T5rIeans will play host 
to one of the country’s most 
important conventions of film- 
makers, distributors, and theatre 
owners. 

It^s the seventh annual meeting 
of the Adult Film Association of 
America (AFAA), a group that is 
considered “important” because 
in recent years sex films have 
become important— both in terms 
of money (“Deep Tliroat” and “The 
Devil in Miss Jones” are among 
the biggest grossers of all-time) 
and in terms of critical 
acceptance. 

As far as critical acceptance is 
concerned, just take a look at 
what’s on the program for the 200- 
plus delegates,jta4he^AFAA con- ’ 
vention : a panel discussion in 
keeping with the theme of this 
year’s meeting, “The Adult Film— 
The Critics’ Choice.” 

Panelists include: i 

The Rev. Malcolm Boyd, film 
critic and author of “Are You 
Running With Me, Jesus?” and the . 
new “Christian.” I 

Roger Ebert, reviewer for the 
Chicago Sun-Times and screen- 
writer of “Beyond the Valley of the 
Dolls.” 

Molly Haskell, reviewer for Viva 
Magazine and the Village Voice 
and author of “From Reverence to 
Rape.” 

Arthur Knight, widely-published 
reviewer and author of “History of 
Sex in the Cinema.” 

Kevin Thomas, reviewer for the 
Los Angeles Times. 

And Bruce Williamson, reviewer 
for Playboy. ^ 

It’s a high-powered bunch. 

In addition, the delegates will be 
holding busir."E5s — meetings and 
watching screenings of trailers. 
u s mting that the meeting is 
being held in New Or leans, which 
is currently undergoing some- 
thing of a sex film renaissance. 

Just this week, the Gentilly- 
Orleans, which is basically an art 
house, is showing the soft-core 
epics “The Erotic Adventures of 


Zorro” and “Flesh Gordon”; the 
downtown Ciife-IRoyake, a classy 
location, is showing “Hot Times” 
and “Playmates”; and the Riget 
(a l,000-plus-seartn5tr§e that used 
to be called the Tiger, the new 
name being an acronym), the 
Cinema 16 on C analTt he Iberville * 

and Decatur in the French Quarter 
are all displaying hard-core. 

But perhaps the biggest success 
stories in the 'Uacai^ex film 
business are the Paris and 
Toulouse, both owned by ITU, an 
Atlanta-based company headed by 
George Echolls. 

Local film industry sources say 
that the Paris is the biggest money- 
maker of all the theatres— adult or 
not— in New Orleans. 

Echolls says that the theatre, in 
a pleasant neighborhood on 
Elysian Fields Avenue, near 
Gentilly, the French Quarter and 
the Ninth Ward, was always a 
successful one, even when it was 
showing not-very-high-quality soft- 
core. 

But when he purchased it in 
September 1972, Echolls decided to 
make it a class house, showing 
professional product. For well over 
six months now, the Paris has been 
showing hard-core (in other words, 
films that show explicit— not 
simulated— sex) with virtually no 
legal problems. 

But again, it’s not necessarily 
the hard-core nature of the films it 
shows that hasj[ed to the success of 
the Paris. The PanT^ould make it 
with soft-core, but it’s greatest 
triuihph has been “quality” hard- 
core: “Memories Within Miss 

Aggie” (a Gerard Damiano film 
that was an Honorable Mention 
10-Best in FIGARO’S year-end 
list), “The Life and Times of 
Xaviera Hollander” (ITU brought 
the star, Samantha McLaren, here 
for a personal appearance and got. 
loads of respectable publicity), 

; Danny Stone’s “High Rise” (which 
Kenneth Turan and Stephen F. Zito 
of the Washington Post have called 
“filmmaking of a sophisticated 
and highly self-conscious kind”). 

Echolls has al&07iiana*ged to turn 
around one of the real white 
elephants in the New Orleans film 
business— the Toulouse, the only

major theatre left in the French 
Quarter. 

Walter Reffde simply couldn’t do 
a thing with the house. The firm 
tried foreign films, conventional 
big-time films, low-qualtiy soft- 
core, revival . . . Nothing worked. 

ITU bought the Toulouse last 
July. Gay films worked well, but 
not quite well enough. Now the 
theatre has virtually the same 
format as the Paris. 

For the past 13 weeks, the 
Toulouse has been showing an 
“optically-censored” version of 
“Deep Throat” and “The Devil in 
Miss Jones.” The films have been 
cleverly manipulated (not actually 
cut) to where they are virtually 
soft-core. Yet Ihe Toulouse 
continues to draw exceedingly 
well. Its two films are currently the 
longest-running in the city. 

But back to the AFAA , . . Likely 
to be on hand will be such 
luminaries as the Mitchell 
Brothers (“Behind the Green 
Door”), Russ Meyer (“The 
Immoral Mr. Teas”— a big break- 
through picture made in 1959), and 
Damiano (whose latest, “Por- 
trait,” will soon be at the 
Toulouse). 

Certain to be on hand is David F. 
Friedman, president of the .AFAA 
and the king of soft-core. 

In their new book, “Sinema,” 
Turan and Zito quote Friedman as 
saying, “I put the film in one end of 
the projector and out the other end 
comes money.” Friedman has 
made such classics as “Thar She 
Blows.” “Trader Hornee,” and the 
aforementioned “Erotic Adven- 
tures of Zorro.” 

No sleaze artists, these guys. 
They’ll all be on hand from 
Thursday to Sunday at the Royal 
Sonesta— just as though they were 
the American Trucking Associa- 
tion of the Super Market Institute 
or the Nationail Ghuiyvh Goods 
Association. 


Conventioneers Check Out New Flicks 


ConventiM^rs 
View New Sex 
Films Here 

What do 200 producers, distrib- 
utors and exhibitors of sex films do 
while they Ye in New Orleans for a 
convention? 

They watch sex films, what else? 

A special screening of trailers 
(previews) to about three dozen 
sex movies was held last Friday at 
the Toulouse— just for members of 
the Adult Film Association of 
America, in town for their seventh 
annual meeting, and a few 
members of the press. 

The idea vas to view ‘Yew 
products,*' as they say— though 
much of the dirty movie 

bigwigs carried on like members of 
a high school fraternity at a 
private stag showing: cracking 
jokes, applauding, laughing, and 
having a high old time. 

The best-received films, strange- 
ly enough, were not the sexiest but 
the ones with the best production 
qualities. Among these: “Heavy 
Load," with Darby Lloyd Rains 
and Andrea True (about truck 
drivers, get it?), “Cheese" (a truly 
spectacular trailer), “Angel 
Above, the Devil Below" (a 
humorous take-off on “The Exor- 
cist" that has already appeared 
here), “The Seduction of Lyn 
Carter" (a real-life degradation 
film starring Andrea True— pretty 
brutal), and “High School Fan- 
tasies” (one of those Nostalgia 
jobs, with very high-class sets and 
costumes). 

There were two overly-arty films 
that did not appear to be all that 
well-received (though there was 
applause after each)';first was 
“French Blue,” by Lassy Brown, 
who is supposed to be the top 
director of sex movi es in Europe. 
“French Blue," v^hich, as one 
calcaller said, looks like it was shot 
on Fire Island, ends with the 
gooyest food-fetish finale of all 
time (food has become a big 
element in sex movies). 

Second arty movie was “Some- 
time Sweet Susan," directed by 
and starring Harry Reems him- 
self, the most ubiquitious of porno 
performers. The trailer had its 
high spots but, essentiallv, it was 


one long snooze. There's a real plot 
here, too: >bou l schizophrenic 
girl, or, as the guy in back of me 

said, “This looks like a remake of 
‘The Two Fae gs of Eve .' " 

One highlight was the return to 
the screen of Mona (actually Fifi) 
Watson, star of what is said to be 
the first hard-core feature widely 
distributed, “Mona: The Virgin 
Nymph," made by Bill Osco in 
1970. 

Ms. Watson acts in what appears 
to be a fairly shoddy number called 
*(get this) “Deep Tango," She looks 
rather grizzled and through-the- 
mill. And she’s not even the star. 

About a quarter of the films w’ere 
soft-core, most notable among 
them (for its title only) being 
“Sexual Kung Fu in Hong Kong." 
There was even an R-rated film 
f the object of much abuse from the 
audience), called “Incest on 
Father’s Night." 

The audience oohed and ahhed 
over the well-endowed John C. 
Holmes in “FYdmtrrreftt" (a truly 
obscene flick that has already 
played here). By the way, Holmes 
appeared at the Pahs this week in 
“Teenage Cowgirls." 

But most of the enthusiasm was 
reserved for “Beach Blanket 
Bango," a clever spoof of the early 
'60s beach party movies. In one 
great exchange, the virgin star and 
the big bruiser are in the back of a 
van: 

“I'll be gentle," says the bruiser. 

“Cut that crap," says the Virgin. 
“Take me, big boy!" 

And a good time was had by all 
(so to spe&irr==W’entworth 
Brewster.

The jovial man said he shot his first porno movie in 
four days using four girls who ran around nude on a 
frozen Chicago field, 

"They were blue/’ David Friedman said smugly. 

Friedman’s company — Entertainment Ventures, 
Inc. ~ owns or is in partnership with several ’’adult 
movie” theaters and is associated with the Pussycat 
chain in Los Angeles. 

He and some 250 other producers, exhibitors and diS' 
tributors of pornographic films are in Honolulu for the 
•nghlli annual convention of the Adult Film Association 
bf America. 

Friedman, who saw his first porno movie screened 
on a stained and wrinkled sheet in an American Legion 
hall somewhere while in the Army, is the group’s geni* 
al president. 

”TirERE ARE probably a half-dozen Federal agents 
watching tliis conference right now,” said the man who 
produced such films as ’‘Trader Hornee” and ’’Th/ar 
She Blows,” in which he did Alfred Hitchcock-style 
walk-ons as a banroom bum and a bartender, respec- 
tively, 

Friedman is not keen on using words like **pomo,” 
’’pornographic” and “hard core.” He predicts that 
vdthin five years, the major movie companies will be 
producing dovm-to-carth sex movies and he might bo 
out of business. 

‘‘We do adult movies,” he said. ”I don’t want to get 
intlo semantics.” 

Ke reworded lus statement: "Just say we do movies 
for adults. These are movies that are X-rated. They’re - 
se3l' movies, violent movies, dirty movies. That means 
we don't allow any children in — if we can help it.” 

THE PURPOSE of the association, formed in 1969, is 
to fight for a free screen.

shows. These are 
movies shown in theaters. 
ITiere’s no reason in the 
world why an American 
adult should not be able to 
see these movies/' Fried- 
man said. 

He criticized the U.S. 
Supreme Court decision 
which left It up to com- 
munities to define ob- 
scenity. 

‘*In Honolulu, for in- 
stance, just who or what 
constitutes the communi- 
ty?" he asked. 

Friedman remarked 
that New York, California 
and the Midwest are fair- 
ly liberal when it comes 
to X-rated movies. Missis- 
sippi isn't. 

Friedman scoffs at 
critics who tear into porno 
movies because children 
may be affected./ 

‘‘Adulthood has its 
privileges. We keep 
minors from drinking, 
smoldng, gambling, enter- 
ing into contracts and 
going to cabarets. There 
are many things children 
don't get to do. 

"We don’t have to bring 
this common level of pub- 
lic taste down to the age 
of the juvenile. Adults 
have privileges." 

FRIEDMAN and Maria 
TobaUna, chairwoman of ; 
the convention, said the 
average moviegoer flock- 
ing to the 780 theaters .ip 
fhe~ cuuiitry plafying X- 


tion believes that mature 
persons should have the 
free choice of going to 
adult movies. 

One of its position 
papers states, "Literally 
hundreds of millions of 
your tax dollars are being 
spent yearly on the Feder- 
al, state and local level to 
deprive you of seeing 
what you ^vish to see or 
reading what you wish to 
read. We think this money 
would be much better 
spent protecting you 
against violent crime,"

"We’re trying to live 
within the law,” said 
Friedman. "We’re trying 
to liberalize laws so that ' 
any adult can walk into 
an adult movie. We're not 
subversive." 

Friedman says there 
isn't much new in porno 
plots these days, and the 
plots are much the same. 

"You have your basic 
orgy scene, your basic 
heterosexual scene, your 
homosexual scene, your s- 
m (sado-masochistic) | 
scene. When you get/ 
through, there's not much/ 
else you can do/^ he said. /

The movie was titled “The 
Life and Times of Xaviera 
Hollander” anti the apparent 
purpose of the theft was to 
allow mobsters to copy the 
film and circulate “pirate” 
prints in an effort to force 
the movie’s distributor to 
pay protection money to the 
ppobsiers to halt the un- 
authorized distribution.

{plot fell through. The stolen 
6opy was recovered during ^ir 
raid of an underworld film 
lab here last December. 
Other unauthorized copies of 
the film began to circulate, 
but rather than pay, Robert 
Sumner, a theater owner here 
and the legal distributor of 
the movie, blocked the show- 
ings through costly court ac- 
tions.

But police officials have told The Post this Just 
Isnt so.

“You wouldn’t believe the things that go on — 
shakedowns, all sorts of rough stuff,” said Det. Sgt. 
Joseph Horman of the Police Dept.’s Organized Crime 
Control Bureau. “The mob owns Times Square.” 

The problem is aggravated, police maintain, by 
Ihe apparent spreading of organized crime’s influ- 
ence from pornography to legitimate areas of the 
motion picture business. 

A three-month investigation by The Post indicated 
that, although there are many porn entrepreneurs 
without mob connections, a number of reputed moh- 
feters have indeed become deeply enmeshed in the prd- 
duction and distribution of pornoeraohic material, j 
'"1 These people, according to police and federal auth-

Threats and Thefts 
V In addition to murder, Mafia 
members use^ threats and 
csiy to increase their profits- 
aid convince filmmakers to 
qjal with them. A popular 
method is to tell a film pro- 
ducer that if he deals with a 
prticular distributor he will 
^ protected from having his 
iimi pirated (copied and shown 
(Without authorization) but if 
he refuses to deal he will suf- 
. ffir grave consequences. 

The major Mafia figures in- 
volved in the distribution and: 
production of hard-core porno- 
graphic films, according to law 
enforcement officials, are Mi- 
chael Zaffarano, Joseph Gen- 
tile, and Anthony and Josech 
jPeraino. , 

^ Michael Zaffarano, who >‘s 
IJjsted by the Justice Deparj- 
ment as a captain in the Mafia 
family of Joseph Bonanno, was 
involved in the production and 
distribution of eight-millimeter 
porno films several years ago 
when such films were sold un- 
derground. 

When the prosecution of 
obscenity-law violations slack- 
ened and hard-core feature 
films became successful, Mr. 
Zaffarano went openly into 
the production and distribution 
of porno films both here and on 
the West Coast. 

1 The company he has prl-i 
marily been involved in is StV 
jfegall Associates, v/hich has 
Offices at 1600 Broadwav in 
.'Manhattan and S.564 Melros-r’ 
Avenue in Hollywood. Mr. Zaf- 
farano, who owns a theater in 


\^ashington, was a ptoducef* 
o{! a hard-core feature eaU&j* 
"(Defiance," whose showing!; 
\l;ere stopped by court ordei* 
when it was disclosed that its 
leading actress, Jean Jennings, 
was a minor. 

One of Mr. Zaiiarano's asso- 
ciates in Hollywood was Jack 
Molinas, the former basketball 
star who was shot to death 
last Aug. 3. 

According to law enforce- 
ment officials, Joseph Gentile, 
reputedly an active member of 
the Joseph Colombo Mafia 
family,' was never "made" — 
formally initiated into the 
Mafia — but has been a big 
moneymaker for the family and 
holds a special place in it. 

Mr. Gentile, who also is 
jknown as Joe Lane, prefers to 
finance the production of por- 
nographic films quietly, using 
legitimate producers as front 
men. Only when a crisis occurs 
does Mr. Gentile emerge from 
the shadows to show his in- 
volvement in particular films. 

Some months ago, for example 
Mrs. Chelley Wilson, who owns 
several theaters and a distribut- 
ing company here, booked the 
film "Wet Rainbow" into her 
Cameo Theater on Eighth Ave- 
nue. When a dispute arose be- 
tween Mrs. Wilson and the 
producers of the film concern- 
ing; some advertising fees, the 
producers said they had to cal,*i 
in i:heir ‘‘principal" to negotiate-' 
a jottlement, according to f; 
con^pany employe. He said thej 
man who showed up for the^ 
[meeting was Joseph Gentile. I 
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Emploj^ed Front Men 

Most successful of all t\\e 
Nlafia figures involved in the 
production and distribution of 
jiard-core films are Anthony J. 
fend Joseph Peraino, brother's! 
who are listed by the .lustice 
Department as “made'* mem- 
bers of the Mafia family of 
Ijoseph Colombo. 

Authorities say the Perainos' 
have employed front men, usu- 
ally individuals who have been 
associated with their Maria 
family, but who were not actual 
members, to set up a series of 
companies in Florida and New 
Jersey to distribute films in 
which the Perainos had an in- 
terest and to pirate successful 
films made by others. 

The main front man the 
Perainos have used for the 
last three years has been 39- 
year-old Robert J. DeSalvo, an 
ex-convict who set up several 
distributing companies in New 
‘Jersey, where he was born, and 
’in Florida, where he lived until 
legal problems forced him re- 
cently to flee to the Bahamas. 

Court papers filed in a Fed- 

J eral obscenity case in Memphis, 
which is still pending, sho^ 
that while Mr. DeSalvo and his 
^associates set up these con- 
Ipanies, the Perainos controlled 
imany of them by having their 
!0wn accountant on the scene, 
by securing access to company 
bank accounts or by personally 
directing company operations. 

Assumes Direct Control 

For example, according to the 
Memphis court papers, Mr. De- 
Salvo set up Shore Distributors 
in Spring Lake, N. J., on Nov. 
26, T973, but when the com- 
pany’s fortunes failed to bios- 
iSom in the ne.xt seven months, 
Joseph Peraino moved in and 
.assumed direct control of op- 
erations. 

Mr. DeSalvo tried to secure 
distribution rights to success- 
ful pornographic films for tlie 
various companies he set up by 
telling producers that he could 
keep the films from being 
pirated. If the producers turned 
him do\s'n, according to rec- 
ords, his companies would then 
proceed to pirate the films, 
j One producer who decided 
lo let Mr. DeSalvo distribute 
l)is film was Herbert Nitke, 


who financed the making of thf 
commercially successful filrt, 
*The Devil in Mi.ss .Tones.” Thh 
film was written and directe/I 

! y Gerard Damiano, who had 
reviously made “Deep Throat.” 
j The film was completed in 
early 1973. That summer Mr, 
Nitke reached an agreement 
with Mr. DeSalvo, giving him 
control of the distribution of 
“Tlie Devil in Miss Jones.” • 

One of the companies set up 
to handle the distribution was 
the .AM^TA Corporation, which 
was established in Florida on 
Aug, 20, 1973. A few months 
later, according to a Federal; 
indictment filed in the Memphis j 
case, “Michael Cherubino, act-, 
ing for and on behalf of An-* 
thony Peraino, assumed the ' 
nonofficial position of book- 
keeper — nonsupervisor>' over- 
seer at AMMA Corporation. 

All Are Indicted 

Mr. Nitke, Mr. DeSalvo, Mr. 
Cherubino and the Perainos 
were all named in the Federal 
indictment returned in Mem- 
phis. Mr. Nitke and several of 
his associates in the making of 
“The Devil in Miss Jones” also 
have been indicted on state ob- 
scenity charges in White Plains^ 
^or di.stributing the film. Botli 
pases are pending. |l 

r Unlike Mr. Nitke, several ma- 
[jor producers and primary dij>- 
itributors of hard-core films 
ihave refused to turn them over! 
'to Mafia-connected companies 
for distribution and have paid 
for their defiance. 

. In 1973 two San Francisco- 
Ibased brothers, Arthur and 
■James Mitchell, produced a 
film called “Behind the .Green 
Door.” The film quickly became 
very successful, especially 
lafter it was revealed that its 
star, Marilyn Chambers, was 
the same blonde who por- 
trayed a wholesome young 
mother on the Ivory Soap 
bo.xes. 

In October of that year the 
Mitchell brothers said they 
were visited by two men named* 
Robert DeSalvo and James 
Bochis, who said that they 
wanted to obtain national 
distribution rights to the film 
for one of their companies. 
Gulf Distributors, based in Fort 
Lauderdale, Fla. i 

“He wanted to distribute our 
film, offering us a 50-50 .split,” 
said Arthur Mitchell, who is 
29. “We told him that we hqd 
already made distribution ar- 
rrmgements. They said that if 
\re didn't give them the filci, 
pirated versions of it would 
plavina around the country in 
a' week.’- 


I ' ‘A Bad Reputation’ f 

I “We turned them down,” Mr. 
Mitchell continued, “but a cou- 
ple of weeks later they called 
jback and made another effort. 

I We turned them down again 
and a short time later pirated 
versions of the film started 
playing in major cities all 
across the counciw. We obtained 
restraining orders, but before 
we could stop them they hurt 
us badly. They wiped out sev- 
eral key markets for us: Miami,; 
Dallas, Las Vegas.” 

He charged that the copies of 
the film distributed by Gulf 
were not only pirated, but also 
were of such poor quality that 
customers walked out “and our 
film got a bad reputation.” 

Mr. DeSalvo and Gulf Distrib- 
utors also wanted the distribii-; 
tion rights to the film “The 
Life and Times of Xaviera 
Hollander,” but the world dis-- 
tribution rights had already? 
been assigned to a man named 
Robert Sumner. He began dis- 
tributing the film on Dec. ‘4, 
1974, and sold rights for a frie- 
w'iek engagement to five thca- 
teirs in upstate New Yck 
ovmed by Herbert Nitke, who 
had financed “The Devil in 
Miss Jones.” 
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‘ A few days later Mr. Nitke! 
infornied Mr. Sumner that the; 
rniv.r.ar?r of his theater in Buf- 
fnlo had disappeared with '.a 
(^Dpy of the film. The manager, 
who was known as Don Gai- 
l/ano. had been recommended j;o 
Mr. Nitke for the job by Robert 
DeSalvo. Mr. Gaitano’s real 
name, it turned out, was Philip 
Mainer, the man who later dis- 
appeared in Youngstowm, Ohio. 

The involvement of Robert 
DeSalvo in the pirating of the 
film was demonstrated on Dec. 
12, 1974, when police raided a 
film-processing laboratory at 
533 West 47th Street. In the 
lab they found a pirated print 
of ‘'The Life and Times of 
Xaviera Hollander” and an or- 
der for 103 more prints. The 
order had been placed by ^Tr. 
DcSalvo’s company. Gulf Dis- 
tributors. 

Mr. Sumner's problems in 
distributing , “The Life and 
Times of Xaviera Hollander” 
were ■ only beginning. Shortly 
after the theft, he said he re- 
ceived a call from Ernest Gre- 
cula, owner of tlie Art Cinema 
in Hartford, Conn., wlio had 
bought the right to show thet 
film in hiS' area. Mr. Greculaj 
complained that a competing: 
theater nearby was advertising, 
the same film. • 

Pirated Versions Appeared 

Mr. Sumner said he calledi 
the other theater and was told 
by its owner that he had 
bought the film from Gulf 
Distributors. And when Mr. 
Grccula started advertising the 
film for his own theater, he 
said he began receiving tele- 
p^honed threats that his theatpr 
y'ould he bombed and he woii.d 
be hurt if he opened the 
movie, Mr. Green I a decided 
ilot to run the fibn. t ^ 


After the Hartford incident, 
pirated versions of 'The Life 
fjid Times” began appearing .ill 
^<vcr the country v/hile theater 
owners showing the authorized 
version received threats similar, 
ti) those which had frightened 
Mr. Grecula. 

In an effort to stop the pirat- 
ing, Mr. Sumner obtained in- 
junctions against the unauthor- 
.ized showing of the film. He 
ithen received a telephone call 
from a man who, according to 
Mr. Sumner, identified himself 
as a Mr. Putro, a representativa 
of Gulf, and said, “You better 
not interfere with our bookings 
or you’re going to get your legs 
broken.” 

Mr. Sumner declined to dis- 
cuss the threatening phone call 
in an interview, but he had earr 
y.er told the police that he rec- 
dgnized the voice of the callei’ 
gjs that of a Robert. Bernsteifli 
qf Gulf Distributors, an associ^y 
gte of Robert DeSalvo. Mr.' 
Bernstein and Mr. DeSalvo 
could not be reached for com- 
ment. 

Federal agents and police be- 
lieve that Mr. DeSalvo was 
working for Anthony and Jo- 
seph Peraino, the Colombo 
family members, in pirating 
and distributing ventures. The 
Peraino brothers have been in- 
volved in the production and 
'selling of obscene maieriais 
for many years, long befote! 
p'knographfc films became ]<•-’ 
gal and fashionable. 

According to law-enforce- 
nent officials, it was Anthony 
I^eraino wiio originally put 
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ifp $25,000 to produce “Dojilp 
Ihroat,” the most successful 
pornographic film of them 
Robert DeSalvo ultimately 
given national distribution 
rights for the film and an 
associate of his- said during a 
recent telephone interview, 
'Tony Peraino owns 'Deep^ 
Throat.'” / 

• *Deep Throat” was made by 
an -organization called Gerard 
Damiano Productions, owned 
originally by Louis Peraino, 
son of Anthony Peraino, and . 
Gerard Damiano, who directec 
the film. “Deep Throat” was 
filmed in Miami in January, 
1972. When the cast and crew 
traveled to Miami, Anthony J. 
Peraino, Louis’s father and a 
Colombo family member, trav* 
eled with them. . 

When the film was released 
and began to make money, 
Louis Peraino bought out tJie 
interest of Gerard Damiano for 
,$25,000. 

■ When a reporter remarked 
to Mr. Damiano that he 
seemed to have received un» 
favorable terms in the de^l, 
:W‘r, Damiano replied, 'T canlt 
talk about it.” When the re- 
pt'iter persisted, Mr. Damianii 
said, “You want me to get both 
my legs broken?” 

Louis P e r a i no declined 
through his lawyer to discuss 
the film, but he has previously 
justified the amount paid to 
Mr. Damiano by saying, “he 
was compensated what he ask- 
'ed for — $25,000. He was even 
jasked to stay. This was his 
.'decision.” 

I Louis Peraino has u.sed profits 
from “Deep Throat” to help 
establish a company called 
Bryanston Distributors, which 
has become a major distributor 
of legitimate motion pictures. 
Among the films the company 
has distributed are Andy War- 
hol’s “Frankenstein” and “Drac- 
iila.” “The Texas Chain Saw 
Massacre,” and the new Frank 
Bakshi movie “Coonskin.” Vari- 
ety has estimated Bryanston^'s- 
gross income for last year as 
$20'million. 

I Louis Peraino is president oF 
Bryanston and his brother Jo- 
seph is vice-president and sec*- 
t^etary-treasurer. A spokesman, 
for Louis Peraino insisted that' 
neither his father Anthony nor 
his uncle Joseph is in any way 
involved wiLli Bryanston.
